AMONG THE COMMITTEES. 


The Inquiry into the Norfolk Navy Yard 
Matter—Other Matters. 

WASHINGTON, Jannary 20.—The Boutelle 
resolution of inquiry relative tothe alleged 
conduct of the commandant at Norfolk navy 
yard, came up for consideration before the 
house committee on naval affairs today. 

Mr. Hewitt proposed to amend the resolution 
so as to inquire whether honorable iascriptions 
had been obliterated and honorably discharged 
soldiers and sailors of the United States have 
at any time been dismissed from Norfolk navy 
yard, and also.o request the transmission to 
the house of copies ofall correspondence in 
relation to details and changes made by the 
secietary of the navy or his immediate prede- 
cessors in the Norfolk navy yard orin the 
lighthouse district in which the yard 1s situ- 
ated. 

The amendment was adopted without dis- 
cussion and the resolution, as amended, or- 
dered to be reported to the house. 

The house eommittee on coinage today post- 
poned until the next meeting the considera- 
tion of all bills relating to the coinage of the 
silver dollar. The committee willthen begin 
the discussion of a different phase of the ques- 
tion and dispose ef them as rapidly as the im- 
portance of the question will allow. It was 
the general understanding of the committee 
that the bill introduced by Mr. Bland to repeal 
that portion of the act of June 9, 1879, provi- 
ding for the exchange and redemption of sub- 
sidiary coins for lawfvl money, should be re- 
ported favorably. Final action, however, was 
not taken, as the committee thought it might 
lead to a premature opening of the silver ques- 
tion inthe house. Ali bills relating to the 
trade dollar were referred to a sub-com mittee, 
consisting of Representatives Lanham, Mc- 
Crary and James. 

The house committee on reform civil service 
tceday unatriimously instructed Representative 
Pulitzer to report adversely on the bill intro- 
duced by Representative Seney, of Ohio, for 
the repeal of the civil service law. 

A sub-committee consisting of Representa- 
tives Clements, Pulitzer and Spooner, of Rhode 
Island, was appointed to consider all bills re- 
lating to the repeal of tenure of the office act. 

WASHINGTON, January 20.—The committee 
on rivers and harbors today heard arguments 
by the delegates from the western waterway 
improvement conventions. Addresses 
were made by Representative Dur- 
nell, of Minnesota, from the St. Paul 
convention, touching the improvements in the 
waters of the upper Mississippi and Missouri 
valleys, W. H. Miller, of the Kansas city con- 
vention on the Missouri river, and Colonel 
George L. Wright, of Missouri, and Colonel J. 
D. Benton, of Dakota, on the western water- 
wavs in general. The session ofthe committee 
on Friday will be devoted to the hearing of 
other gentlemen on the same subjects.

THE CONSCIENCE FUND. 


*&2,500 Received from a Conscience-Stricken 
Individual, 

WASHINGTON, January 20.—The secretary 
of the treasury has received in his regular 
mail today aletter postmarked New York, 
containing $2,500 in United States notes of 
large denominations, all of which were cutin 
two with small pieces removed from the inside 
edges. The word “cancelled” was written in 
ink across the face of the notes. The envelope 
also contained a note which read as follows: 

“Tiere are $2,500 United States bills, mutilated so 
asto insure the government's getting the money. 
V hatsoever man sows that shall he reap. I have 
sowed wind and am reaping the whirlwind. This 
isrexttothe final payment due. God grant me 
speedy release.”’

It is believed that this money was sent by 
the person who recently forwarded a 5500 bill 
in two installments to be placed to the credit 
of ‘“Censcience.’’

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Relieving the Commissioner of Agriculture. 

WASHINGTON, January 20.—The house com- 
mittee on agriculture today agreeito report 
favorably a bill authorizing the. transfer ofa 
portion Of money appropriated for the labora- 
tory division of the agricultural department, 
to the seed division of the department. This 
bill is really for the relief cf the commission of 
agriculture. The ewployes inthe seed divis- 
ion were paid out of the appropriation for the 
laboratory division by the direction of General 
Carmen, who, at that time, was acting commis- 
sioner in the absence of Commissioner Cole- 
man.- Comptroller Durham disallowed the 
accounts on the ground that the transfer of the 
appropriation was illegal. The committee’s 
action, if ratified by the house, will have the 
effect of allowing this item in the commission- 
er’s account. 


The National Board of Trade. 

WASHINGTON, January 20.—The national 
board of trade is holding it sixteenth annual 
session here. Frederick Fraley, of Philadel- 
phia, is presiding. Forty-five delegates were 
present today, representing trade organiza: 
tions north and west, but none from the south. 
Resolutions were adopted favoring the Lowell 
bankiuptcy bill and subsides to American 
vessels in the foreign trade.

Photographs as Printed Matter. 
WASHINGTON, January 20.—The postmaster- 
general has decided that photographs come 
under the designation of printed matter, and 
are, therefore, to be rated as third class matter, 
instcad of being in the fourth class and rated 
as merchandise, as has heretofore been the case. 
Under this ruling photographs can now be sent 
through the mails by the payment of one cent 
for two ounces, instead of one cent an ounce.

THE CINCINNATI FRAUDS. 


The Only Democrat Left Will Probably Re- 
sign His Seat. 

Co_tumsts, Ohio, January 20.—It is pretty 
well understood here that A. P. Butterfield, 
the only democratic member from Hamilton 
county how holding his seat in the house, and 
whose right to his seat will be contested by 
Robert Harlan, of Cinciunati, will resign 
his seat and thus prevent an investiga- 
tion. The friends of Mr. Butterfield claim 
that he is not desirous of assuming the 
cost of a contest, as he would probably 
be defeated in the end, Now that the 
Ssenatorship has been decided the democrats 
are not at all furious in demanding searching 
investigations. Intheevent of Mr. Butter- 
field resighing his seat Governor Foraker, it 
is understood, will not accept it, but will in- 
sist upon the investigation being car- 
riedout. Should Mr. Butterfield establish 
his right to hold his place, and then insist, his 
resignation wou! be accepted. The senate 
committee on privileges and elections will be- 
gin an investigation during the week of the 
senatorial election in-Hamilton county. The 
chairman, Mr. Van Cleaf, staies that he has 
ample evidence to show that fraud was con- 
mitted by both parties.

THE MISSING HEAD. 


THELATEST FROM THENASH VILLE 
HORROR. 


A Cincinnati Lady Claims That the Remains Are 
Those of a Montreal Cousin-No Clue to 
Identification Found in Nashville— 
Other Crimes of the Day, Etc. 


. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., January 20.—[Special.] 
The most persistent search by hundreds of 
people has failed to bring up the missing head 
to the mutilated body found Monday, and the 
interest has grown greater than ever, as the 
mystery still persists in remaining a mystery. 
Almost by daylight the crowds began to be- 
siege the undertaking establishment where the 
ghastly remains are, and all day lines of peo- 
ple passed in and out. Clue after clue to the 
identity of the unknown was followed out to 
failure, and absolutely nothing is known now 
‘that was not known when the remains were 
first found. One man, of much experience, 
M.S. Combs, undertaker, advocates the theory 
that the remains are those of a cadaver 
brought by some ignorant body snatcher to 
the medical college, cut up for easier carrying 
and rejected by the college, ex- 
eept the head, which alone could 
be used for dissection, and for which a dollar 
ortwo was paid. This would explain the 
absence of the head, and also the rope around 
the wrist, which was used in dragging the 
body from the grave. Physicians who have 
seen the body disbelieve this, as the bedy is 
that ofa healthy, muscular man, weighing 
about two hundred pounds, and the flesh does 
not show marks of disease. In Hell's half acre 
the belief is so genera! that the man was mur- 
dered by a woman, as to indicate positive 
knowledge somewhere, but the people 
are bound togethef® in lawlessness so 
as to prevent the getting of any information. 
The common version is that a woman killed 
and robbed him onthe night of January tb, 
a bitter cold night, when shrieks were heard 
for half an hour near the scene of the discov- 
ery of the remains. AlJ, however, is surmise. 

The matter will be investigated further. 
The coroner’s jury still having no evidence 
took a further adjournment. 

A close examination at midnight leads to 
the general belief that the head has been 
burned, as marks on one of the legs, at first be- 
lieved to be caused by decay, proved to have 
been the result of fire. It is now believed that 
the murderer chopped up the body with the 
idea of burning it, but after burning the head, 
and attempting to burn the leg, was forced to 
abandon his purpose, and taking the leg from 
the fire, buried the remaining portions, where 
they were found. 

PERHAPS A CLUF. 

CINCINNATI,January 20.-[Special.]|-The Sun, 
of to-morrow, will|give, relative tojthe mysteri- 
ous headless body found at Nashville, an in- 
terview with Mrs. Jolin E, Naylor,a very re- 
spectable lady of this city, who believes the re- 
mains are those of her cousin, Robert Martin, 
of Montreal. 

“TIT remember,” said she, “that Robert had 
the letters of his last name on his arm just as 
the paperssay, with a dash between the last 
two letters in place of a letter‘l.’ I also re- 
member distinctly that he also had the Mason- 
ic emblem on it. There were other letters,but 
I don’t remember them. Ht was also fond of 
caid playing, and nearly always had a pack in 
his pocket. He was a plumber by trade, and of 
roving disposition; as likely to be in Nashville 
as any place else, Saw him 
last in Detreit about two years 
aco. About three years ago his brother Johu 
was murdered in Denver, and it was some time 
before his family discovered his identity. Both 
the boys were reckless, but good hearted. 
Their father, John Martin, is now a prosperous 
plumber in Montreal, and would very quickly 
send for hisson’s remains if they should prove 
to be such.” 

Mrs. Naylor is quite confident of the identity 
of the body.

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FOUND HER HUSBAND DEAD. 


The Strange Suicide of a Well to Do New 
Jerseyman. 

JERSEY CITY, N.J., January 20.—D. W. Lee, 
a well to do resident of Ridgewood road, South 
Orange, committed suicide by shooting him- 
sclf through the head. He had been an _ in- 
valid for several years, suffering from kidney 
and liver troubles, which had compelled him 
to give up his business in this city. 

He seemed in good spirits and chatted pleas- 
antly with his wife about household affairs. 
About eleven o'clock Mrs. Lee was driven to 
the village to do some shopping. Her husband 
kissed her affectionately before her departuae 
and returned to his study whistling a favorite 
air. An hour afterward a pistel shot was 
heard, and a servant, who burst open the door, 
found that Mr. Lee had shot himself through 
the brain. 

The servant had not recovered from the 
shock when carriage wheels were heard on the 
gravel drive, and then Mrs. Lee, flushed from 
Ler 1ide in the bracing mountain air and with 
a smile on her face to greet her husband, came 
bustling and cheery intothe house. She paused 
on the threshold of the study. At her feet lay 
the corpse of her husband. With a scream she 
threw herself across the body. The servants 
hurried to her aid and found that she had 
swoeoned away. 

Six months ago the house was entered by 
burglars and $3,000 worth of jewelry was sto- 
len. The burglary caused Mr. Lee a severe 
nervous shock, which, together with his physi- 
cal ailments, are supposed to have affected his 
mind. No other cause for the suicide is known. 
Mr. Lee was forty-five years old. 


Suicide of a Prisoner. 

30STON, January 20.—Edwin J. Hobbs, of 
this city, was convicted in the superior court 
last June of mixing arsenic with meal, with 
intent to kill Lilian C. Cram and Elizabeth A. 
Cram. Atthe trial exceptions were taken by 
the defendent, all of which have been over- 
ruled by the supreme court. The case was 
then put down for sentence. Last Friday 
Hobbs was allowed to shave himself,and he 
then cut his throat with the razor. He died 
Monday. The suicide was kept secret until 
today. 


. A Murderer Hung. 

Cork, January 20.—William Sheehan, con- 
victed on December 19 of the murder of his 
mother, sister and brother, at Castle Toun- 
rache, in 1877, was hanged here today. The 
condemned man became greatly agitated as 
the hour for his execution drew near, and 
was so weak that he had to be assisted to the 
scaffold. He responded feebly to the prayers. 
of the priest, and was trembling violently 
when placed uuder the gallows. He died 
almost instantly, his neck being broken by the 
fall. 


Four Ruffians Killed. 

GAINESVILLE, Tex., January 20.—A party of 
nine cowboys visited the town of Burlington, 
several miles north of here, last night. After 
becoming crazed with liquor, they terrorized 
the population, firing intothe windows and 
acting like savages. Deputy Sheriff Coke, 
witb a posse, about daylight ran the ruffians 
outof town, killing four of them and five 
hoises in a running fight.

He Drinks Three Glasses of Whisky a Day 
and Is Not Afraid of Dying. 

Lovis, Mo., January 20.—A pleasant 
looking gentleman of medium height, dressed 
plainly, but neatly, in a suit of black broad- 
cloth, with high standing collar and wearing 
a tall silk hat, walked up to the clerk’s desk 
at Hurst's hotel. “I haven’t seen you for 
quite a while,” said he to the clerk, Major 
Dean, at the same time extending a long, slen- 
der hand in the clerk’s direction. 

“Well, I’m blessed if you haven’t the advan- 
tage of me,”’ answered the major, as he squeez- 
ed the stranger’s hand in his customary a/ffa- 
ble manner. “Your features do look a trifle 
familiar though,” he continued, gazing search- 
ingly at the pale countenance high cheek 
bones, dark brow drooping mustache, and 
smal! keen, gray eyes before him. 

“Just one moment, please,’ said the un- 
known; “I knew you during the war. Here’s 
my signature.” Takingup a pen he wrote: 
“Frank W. James and wife, Kansas City, Mo.,” 
in large, bold letters on the register. It was 
the famous bandit, sure enough. Mr. James 
and his wife were assigned a roam on the 
parlor floor,to which they immediately re- 
tired. They took their meals in the ladies’ 
ordinary of the hotel, and received no visitors 
during the day, and left on last night’s train 
for Milan, Tenn. Mr. James says that his case 
of consumptian is not bothering him very 
much. He says that he takes three drinks of 
whisky every day, and thinks that he is in no 
danger of dying very soon. 


KISSING CAUSES TROUBLE. 


A Pretty Choir Singer Gets a Church Trus- 
tee ia Trouble. 

PittTsrvuRG, Pa., January 20.—A little kiss- 
ing has got two members of the Cumberland 
Presbyterian church of McKeesport into 
trouble. The members are a Mr. Rodarmour, a 
trustee and also financial secretary 
of the church, and Miss Woolsey, 
who sings in the choir. Mr. 
Rodarmour’s worldly occupation is that 
of sewing machine agentand Miss Woolsey was 
his employe. Rodarmour has a wife and a 
fiftecn-year-old daughter. He was caught 
kissing and embracing Miss Woolsey. Both 
inade public confessions and were suspended 
indefinitely. Ifthey reform they will be re- 
instated. Pastor Willingham said: 

“My last two predecessors were cognizant of 
unpleasant rumors concerning Mr, Rodarmour 
and Miss Woolsey. The relations continued 
for about four years. The young woman had 
been employed in Rodarmour’s office for about 
ayearandahalf. Acting on my advice, she 
bas left Rodarmour’s employ.’ The latter is 
a handsome man of thirty-five, with blue eyes 
anda blonde mustache. He said that his 
wife was much worried over the affair. Four 
years ago they joined the church. Miss 
Woolsey was then in the choir. His wife be- 
coming an invalid, Miss Woolsey frequently 
visited her. She and Rodarmour became fast 
friends and frequently took walks together, 
but desisted upon hearing uncomplimentary 
remarks made by friends and neighbors. He 
admitted: that he could not withstand the 
temptation of kissing a pretty girl. This and 
the act of assisting her to put on her over- 
shoes,’ said Mr. Rodarmour, ‘‘caused the pres- 
ent trouble.”

Large Coul Mines Bought by a Party of

The 
latter part of lest weck a party of capitalists 
from Philadelphia landed at the little station 
on the Georgia Pacific, a few miles east 
of here, called Henryellen. Henryellen is the 
name of the immense coal mines just opened 
by Mr. DeBardeleben, the name being a com- 
bination of bis own and his wife’s first name. 
The capitalists were accompanied by Edward 
V. Denvilliers, an expert mining engineer 
from Philadelphia, who came to inspect the 
mines fur the capitalists. Several days were 
spent at the mines, and it 1s understood a per- 
fect understanding was arrived at between the 
parties, whereby the mines would change 
hands, and that the purchasers would lay 
down at once rails on the grade from this city 
to the mines, and that the syndicate 
would erect a furnace in this 
city. In this big trade 
there was also included a large amount of iron 
lands lying near Trussville, on the Alabama 
Great Southern road, ten miles above here. 

Jacob Reese, owner of “the Basic process” 
for making steel, returned to Pittsburg today. 
It is understood Colonel] Enoch Ensler, pres- 
ident of the Pratt coal and iron company, 
bought the sole right to make steel under this 
precess in Jefferson county, and took an option 
on the right for the entire state. 


A New Competitor for Eastern Business. 


CHICAGO, January 20.—A morning paper 
says: The Illinois Central railway is in the 
field as a competitor for eastern business, de- 
livering its freight to the Big Four and Chesa- 
peake and Ohio. Within the last two days a 
large amount of corn has been secured and 
shipped from Chicago by this new route, and 
there are apprehensions that the movement 
in that direction will grow into formidable 
proportions. The pool lines are considerably 
exercised at this movement, as it opens an 
outlet that cannot be controlled either at Chi- 
cago or on the seaboard. 


A Fair Association Liquidates.

THE QUEEN IN STATE. 


HOV’ SHE WILL APPROACH PAR- 
LIAMENT. 


To be Drawn Through the Streets by Eight Cream- 
Colored Horses-—The Prince of Wales to be 
Present—The People of Ulster Growing 
Very Mad—Other Foreign News. 


LonpDoyw, January 20.—The queen arrived in 
London today from Windsor castle. She drove 
from the railway station to Buckingham pal- 
ace in an open carriage and received an ovation 
along the route. Her majesty, who is in ex- 
cellent health, will open parliament in person 
tomorrow. 

The royal procession tomorrow, on the occa- 
sion of the opening of parliament, will include 
seven state carriages. The carriage occupied 
by the queen will be drawn by eight 
cream colored horses. Her majesty will be 
escorted by the Household cavalry. Theroyal 
party will leave Buckingham palace at 1:30 p. 
m. The route will be along Mall, past St. 
James park and the Horse Guards to White- 
hall; then through Parliament street to the 
houses Of parliament. The queen will alight 
at the posse entrance to the house of lords. 
The guards of honor and troops will be sta- 
tioned all along the route. A salute of twenty- 
one guns will be fired on the arrival of 
her majesty at Westminster. The 
qucen will be attended by pursivants, her- 
alds, knight of arms, gentlemen at arms, yeo- 
men, pages, grooms, etc., according to the cus- 
tom of mediwval times. In the house of 
lordsthe queen wiil sit onthe throne, the 
prince of Wales on the right hand, with the 
princess of Wales. Lord Salisbury, lord 
chancelroy, will read the speech. 

The deputation of loyalist from Ulster today 
waited cn the marquis of Hartington, war 
secretary under Gladstone. They pointed out 
that in Ireland the legal power of the queen’s 
writ does not shine outside of Ulster, and said 
they feared that the terrorism existing in the 
south of Ireland would extend to Ulster un- 
less it was checked. 

Loid Hartington replied that in a few hours 
they would kijow the intention of the govern- 
ment respecting the Irish question, and that 
until then he would refrain from defining his 
policy regarding the matter. The marquisad- 
vised the deputation to do their utmost to enlist 
the sympathy of the English people in their 
cause. 

The Irish loyalist deputation also pointed 
out to Lord Hartington that if home rule were 
granted, the American mails would probably 
be diverted to Ireland, involving a loss to 
Englund of many thousands of pounds, 

MR. GLADSTONE NOTIFIED. 

The News says Mr. Gladstone has received 
frcm Sir Michael Hicks Beach, chancellor of 
the exchequer, a copy of the complete govern- 
ment scheme to deal with procedure in parlia- 
ment. Mr. Gladstone will oppose any attempt 
of the government to press the procedure 
question before the more important measures. 

A meeting of the national members of par- 
liament was held last evening. Parnell and 
several of his followe1s were present. They 
adjourned to meet today, after the reading of 
the (uee n’s speech.

The Queen’s Speech. 

LONDON, January 20.—The queen’s speech 
was read at the ministerial dinner today. Ite- 
ferring to Ireland, the speech says, in sub- 
stance, that although in some respects there 
are favorable indications of progress toward 
order in that country, yet at present Ireland 
is disturbed by an increasing tendency to re- 
sort to unlawful practices and a disposition to 
set the law at pvaught. The government, 
therefore, recognizes its duty to 
take energetic steps to enforce 
law in erder to provide security for life and 
property, and to maintain in its fullest mean- 
ing the integrity of the union, and the meas- 
ures necessary to secure these ends will be 
subimitted to parliament. The speech further 
promiscs a local government measure 
England, to be followed by similar measures 
for Scotland and Ireland, and a bill to cheapen 
and facilitate the transfer of land. It refers to 
the “hopeful prospects” of the Egyptian com- 
mission establishing a stable government in 
Egypt: says that the question of annexing 
Purmah will not be decided until Lord Daf- 
ferin reports on the subject, but that the depo- 
sition of Thebaw is necessary; congratulates 
parliament on the peaceful foreign relations 
of Great Britain: trusts that peace will be 
maintained in the Balkans through the self 
control of all the powers interested, and con- 
cludeshy expressing the hope that the new 
parliament will follow the great traditions of 
former parliaments.

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The English Tunnel Opened, 


Liverpoor, January 20.—The tunnel under 
Mersey, connecting Liverpool and Birkenhead, 
was formally opened today by the prince of 
Wales and his two sons, Princes Albert and 
George. Notwithstanding the inclemency of 
the weather, a heavy fog prevailing and snow 
falling, there wero large crowds present, both 
at Birkenhead and Liverpool. At the central 
station at Birkenhead his royal highness was 
presented with an address by the inhabitants of 
that city. The Mersey Tunnel railway com- 
pany had provided accommodations for a great 
number of persons within the station, and the 
entire space was filled with prominent people. 
All the prominent buildings in Liverpool 
were handsomely decorated with flags and 
bunting. A loyal address was also presented 
to the prince of Wales by the municipal offi- 
cials of Liverpool. The royal party entered 
a special train at Rock Ferry, between Ches-

HUNGARIAN ANGER. 


Two Sensational Speeches Delivered in the 
Hungarian Parliamenf 

PESTH, January 20.—Two excitng speeches 
were delivered in the Hungarian parliament 
yesterday. One was by Herr Sorvath, who, in 
alluding to the race dissension prevailing 
throughout Austria-Hungary, said: “The dual 
constitution of 1876 was founded on the idea 
that the German element was preponderant in 
Austria, but now the dominant forces in Aus- 
tria are the Slavs. . The Fohesion 
of the monarchy is gone. 
Between the Slavs and the Hungarians there 
are no affinities. It is important that the feda- 
eralist policy now pursued by Austria should 
not be pushed to such a pointas to keep the 
two halves of the monarchy estranged, leading 
to a dissolution of the empire. He concluded 
by quoting the words of Baron Joseph Eat- 
Vos, 4 friend of Vossuth, 
and who protected the latter from the attacks 
of the conservatives. “If ever he was com- 
pelled to choose between (ermanism and Slav- 
ism, he would pronounce in favor of the for- 
mer.” The other member whose remarks 
caused excitement, was Herr Izalic, president 
of the supreme court. He, in the course of 
the debate on the budget, declared 
that an official, who was a 
friend of the Hungarian prime minister, was 
squandering one-third of the revenues of Hun- 
gary. He was immediately asked to name the 
official. He refused, however, unless an offi- 
cial inquiry was instituted. This produced an 
uproar, and cries of “name” srose from all 
parts of the chamber. He remained obdurate 
and declined to give the name of the official. 


ROMANCEOF AN ESTATE. 


Colored Workmen Find that They are Heirs 
toan Immense Estate. 

PHILADELPHIA, January 20.—James 
Wright, a colored workingman, 
No. 1,028 Ivy street, this city, aud two near 
relatives, Mrs. Ellen Ann Johnson and Mrs. 
Jane Tripp, have just discovered, as they be- 
lieve, that they are entitled to part of an es- 
tate in Baltimore, valued at 31,500,000, the his- 
tory of which is quite romantic. Besides them 
there are six co-heirs and heiresses living in 
Maryland and the district of Columbia. 

The matter of the claim dates back to the 
latter part of the last century, when the Chev- 
alier D’Amiens, member ofa rich and distin- 
guished French house, settled in Baltimore for 
a time. He had in his service a mulatto house- 
keeper of great beauty named Rachel Steven- 
son, in whom be reposed great confidence. Pre- 
vious to his sailing for his home in France he 
put all his property in her name, his purpose 
being, it is supposed, to get a stronger hold 
upon the estate, title to which could not vest in 
him by reason of his being an alien. 

Rachel Stevenson sailed with the chevalier 
for France, but the vessel was lost, and neither 
the chevalier nor the woman was ever heard of 
again. The records show that letters of ad- 
ministration were granted to William Steven- 
son, a brether of Rachel, who claimed then to 
be the only heir. He died about thirty years 
agoona farm near Baltimore. The present 
claimants are all grandnephews and nieces of 
Rachel Stevenson, and they contend that the 
original transfer to her was absolute, no trast 
of any sort being made. One of the properties. 
situated on Eutaw street, near Barre, in Balti- 
more, was sold for non-payment of taxes, but 
the claimants say they are still in time to re- 
decm it upon payment of the amount of taxes.

THROUGH THE “GATE OF TEARS.”

BY DAVID KER. : 

There are certain waters—such as those of 
the Dead sea, the Caspian and the Sea of Aral 
—which seem outlawed and banished from 
the world into solitudes remote from the eye 
ofman. Tothis dreary list might fitly be 
added the Red Sea itself. Shut in between the 
Arabian deserts and the burning wastes of East- 
ern Africa, it is what the Nile igdm its passage 
through the Eastern Soudan—aa isthnus 
of life between two great seas ofdeath. His- 
tory may glorify it as “one of the world’s great 
highways of commerce,” but it wears never- 
theless the brand of a gloomy and eternal des- 
olation, which neither the countiess steamers 
that furrow its waters, nor the small native 
craft that swarm along its shores can do any- 
thing to relieve. Well, indeed, spoke the grim 
eastern proverb which I once heard from an old 
“Hakim” of Tung: “Arab Harab” (the Arab is 
destruction ). 

It is only when ong begins to near the land, 


- however, that one appreciatesin all its fullness 


that “eterpal summer” about which the British 
poets of last century used to speak so raptur- 
ousiy, with their feet in hot water aud a chron- 
ic cold in the head. Every shcet and stay of 
the rigging on the landward side is literally 
brown with sand,and each laboring breath that 
vou draw seems to come straight from the 
mouth of an oven, while your clothes cling to 
your heated skin till you look, as an Irish sail- 
or remarks, with a grm, “like a pound o’ but- 
ther rowled upin anfowld newspaper. The coast 
line alternates between vast cliffs of burning 
sand stone, without a single tuft of green to 
break the monotony oftheir gauntand hideous 
desolation, and gray, unending wastes, over 
which a film of intense heat hangs quiveriag 
like the reek ofa furnace. 

Looking at these bare rocks and frowning 
precipices and parched, waterless gullies, one 
sees at a glance how the Arab became what he 
now is, and what he has always been since his- 
tory first knew him. Habituated to toil aud 
privation,to thirst and hunger,to long marches 
over the dreariest wastes on earth, to the cease- 
less raids and deadly battles of the fierce guer- 
rillas around him, he was alreadya trained sol- 
dier when the coming of Mobammed let loose hhis 
restless energies for the conquest of the whole 
civilized world. Little chence, in truth, had 
the luxurious Greeks of the casterm empire, 
or the ctfeminate nations of southern Europe, 
against men who could come fresh into battle 
at tunrise after ridiug all night, and could 
scour the desert for days upon a few handfuls 
of dates and parched corn.

Suddenly, just as the famous strait and the 
cliffs of its sentinel islet come into view right 
ahead of us,a shout from one of our crew 
draws all eyes toa blackish-yellow mass which 
is floating past our starboard quarter. At first 
sight it might easily have been mistaken for a 
drifting bunch of seaweed ; but asecond glance 
reveals the round shining back, flat head and 
broad fan-shaped “flippers” of a sedate old 
turtle, who is “paddling his own canoe’. to- 
ward the Arabian shore. But whatever Nem- 
esis may await him hereafterin the form of 
soups and steaks, he is safe from all molesta- 
tion for the present; and the sly side glance of 
his small cunning eye as he passes us seems to 
intimate that he is quite aware of the fact.

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The President and the Senate. 

The conflict between the president and 
the senate is a very simple matter and will 
be settled in.a very simple way. There 
are senators, of course, who believe that the 
senate is a much more powerful affair than 
the executive, and who are of the opinion 
that a simple resolution passed by that 
hody ought to be incorporated into the siat- 
ute hooks at once, without waiting for the 
consent of the house of representatives or 
that of the president. But these men do not 
cevtrol the senate, and their views are not 
important. 

There was a similar contlict between the 
senate and the executive when Andrew 
Johnson was president, but, at that time, 
the senate was not the senate in any serious 
sense, but merely the gathering-place of a 
parcel of red-eyed radicals who were deter- 
mined to punish the southern people for 
having convictions of their own on any sub- 
ject. Today there’ is a different senate and 
a different president, and in a contest such 
as bas been mapped out by men like Morrill, 
of Vermont, the president has everything 
to gain and the senate everything to lose. 

It is interesting to observe that the organs 
<-that is to say, the organs of the Blaine 
stripe—are all at once taking a novel view 
of removals. The New York Tribune, for 
instance, with a tremendous stretch of con- 


gistency that is supposed to cover vast acres 


of sin, declares that unless the president 
gives the senate his reasons for removing 
the republican rascals, these rascals will 
stand before the country with their charac- 
ters blackened, and all sorts of queer-looking 
stains cn their pinafores. It is a little 
singular that when General Garfield came 
into office and proceeded to remove repub- 
licans right and Icft in order to make room 
for his own personal henchmen nothing was 
said in regard to the blackened characters 
of the unfortunates who were removed. 

There is no real contest between the 
president and the senate, but the more radi- 
cal republican senators seem determined to 
force one, if only for the purpose of keeping 
the grand old party together during the few 
remaining months that it hasto live. The 
issue that has been set up will be ignored 
by the president, and that will be the end 
of the matter. 

The , point made in the senate is that that 
body has the right to demand why the exec- 
utive has*,seen proper to make certain re- 
movals. Asa matter of fact the senate has 
nothing whatever to do with removals. 


These are wholly within the discretion of 


the president. He does not make removals 
by and with the consent of the senate, and 
that body has nothing whatever todo with 
the reasons that have prompted the re- 
movals. He removes oflicials ‘‘for;cause,’’ 
and that is the end of the matter. The 
senate has no power of revision or reinstate- 
ment, so far as removals are concerned. 

The president can make removals at his 
pleasure, and the senate can reject nomi- 
nations at its pleasure, and neither one has 
the right to ask the other for the ‘‘reasons’’ 
that have governed in the matter. The 
president can make a removal without 
asking the advice or consent of the senate, 
and the senate can refuse to confirm the 
appointment of a successor, but it cannot 
reinstate the removed official. 

Since the foundation of the government 
the encroachments of the senate on the pre- 
rogatives of the president have been stead y. 
That body has never lost an opportunity to 
arrogate to itself powers that do not belong 
to it, and it is to be hoped that the president 
will ‘stand firm in this matter. A halt once 
called means a halt forever. 


The Irish Problem. 

The political situation in England grows 
daily more confused and uncertain. Ireland 
wants an Irish parliament, and yet is not 
willing to withdraw altogether from the im- 
perial parliament. Neither Engtand nor

Such an issue is no 
coveted by the liberals, and the chances of a 
continuance of conservative rule are for that 
reason much better than they were three 
months ago. 

Just what policy the conservatives will 
adopt in the meanwhile remains to be seen. 
It is reported that they will try a course of 
repression of the severest sort. If they do, 
there will be turbulence and trouble in all 
parts of Ireland, and steps wil! also be taken 
to show, by undisputable evidence, how 
false the tories are in the light of their pre- 
election promises. The country is anxious 
to know on what terms the tories secured the 
Irish vote, agd if Lord Salisbury fails to 
keep the promises made on his behalf, the 
country stands a good chance to know just 
what Lord Randolph Churchill promised to 
do for the Irish people. The situation is al- 
together interesting and lively. The Irish 
problem will not ‘‘down’”’ at any one’s bid- 
ding, and all England is disturbed by its 
changing phases. In Ireland very little reut- 
paying is ¥oins on. 


A Sensible Craze. 

It is an apparent contradiction in terms 
to speak of a sensible craze, but the immense 
popularity of health and strength just at 
present will make such a phrase permiss- 
able. 

For generations it has been the prope 
thing in the best society for the women to 
be pale and languid wrecks, while the men 
were expected to display pipe-stem legs, 
skinny hands, gooseberry eyes, low fore- 
heads and weak-looking faces. This fashion 
has been carried to such a dangerous ex- 
treme that good health and a sunbrowned 
face have been known to bar otherwise 
eligible persons out of society. 

All this is athing of the past. The re- 
action has come. In our large cities the 
health, strength and superb physical devel- 
opment of the women who make the side- 
walks ring under their firm tre: 1 cannot 
escape notice. They are real flesh . nd blood 
women, with alarming appetites and with 
an almost unlimited capacity for endurance. 
The men lag behind, but they are catching 
up. The dudes are in a state of decay. The 
fashionable man of today wears comfortable 
clothes and sensible shoes. He is temperate, 
takes care of himself and enjoys liie. 

It shonld not be forgotten that these re- 
sults have been toa great extent brought 
about by the growing popularity of athletic 
sports. Ladies and gentlemen everywhere 
ei gage in or patronize open aiy amusements 
requiring strength and skill on the part of 
those who participate in them. These sports 
should not be sweepingly condemned by 
the moralist-and the economist. They are 
developing round bodies and bright minds. 
if they serve no other purpose than to make 
good health tashionable, their value cannot 
be estimated. Let the athletic business go 
on. ‘The hunters, lawn tennis players, base- 
hall men, tobogganers, oarsmen, and boxers 
deserve our gratitude. They have turned 
a nation of dudes and dudines into a nation 
of men and women.

The Panama Canal. 

M. de Lesseps will sail on the 28th of this 
month for ’'anama, accompanied by an en- 
gineer selected by the French government, 
and by well known representatives of the 
various European countries. They go to study 
the situation-—to see how much has been 
accomplished, and how much it will cost to 
complete the canal. 

No doubt M. de Lesseps has made some 
mistakes; but mistakes in such a gigantic 
work almost under the equator could not 
well have been avoided. The great French 
manager probably did not fully understand 
the nature of the climateat Panama. It kills 
all but the acclimated unless extra precau- 
tions are taken. The hospitals are crowded, 
and the mortality frightful. The manage- 
ment of the Chagres river in flood time is 
still an unsolved problem, anda ygood deal 
of money was wasted in the earlier stages of 
the organization. 

But none of these mistakes are fatal. None 
of them point to a failure of the scheme, or 
even to theoverthrow of M. de Lesseps. 
The indefatigable builder of ship canals de- 
Clares he will on the last day of 188 sail 
through a completed canal at Panama. If 
the engineer of the French government and 
the delegates who accompany him do not 
find facts that show the work is beyond hu- 
man resources 2nd skill, we may safely trust 
de Lesseps to make his declaration good. He 
certainly has confidence that the approach- 
ing investigation will disclose no facts to his 
discredit. He goes out with them next week, 
and the statements that will shortly follow 
are expected to induce the French people, if 
not the French government, to give the en- 
terprise the additional aid that it sorely 
needs just at present. 
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THE emigration of negroes from South Caro- 
lina, Georgia and Alabama is merely going on 
in the minds of some of the newspaper cor-’ 
respondents.

SoME of the finest ruins in the world are in 
Yucatan. A letter giving an account of some 
recent explorations in that country, says: 

shortly afterwards they came upon a crumbling 
temple,on hearly every stone ofwhich Were carved 
birds, beasts, snakes, idols and men.

The discovery of hideous stone gods, 
with age-worn features and a diabolical expression 
becamc a common occurrence, One day, afier the 
party had nearly exhausted itself in wandering 
through a huge buil ding that might have heen any- 
thing from the palace of a king to a citadel, a pecu 
liar mound of earth near a portion of the building 
\ ae h contained on its wall a number of unintel Lli- 
gible hieroglyphics, attracted attention. The se 

vants dug intothe mound and unearthed a stone 
imageon a solid stone base. It was very heavy and 
Was only raised out of the grave in which it had 
lain for centuries by great labor. Among the 
other objects of interest seen were a number 
of wpright masses of stone resembling some- 
what the tomb of Hiram. Some of these 
bore inscriptions. Photographs were taken of 
cverything that smacked of antiquity. The photo- 
graphs are admirably executed. the ¥y plainly show 
carvings of quaint heads and misshapen Ix dies, 
curious animals and birds and serpents indulging 
in wonderful and intricate contortions. A circular 
block of stone about four feet in diameter and 
eightcen inches wide, and with a large round hole 
in ihe cente ‘rT, looks as though it might have been 
used as one of the wheels of a juggernaut. Its sides 
are beautifully carved. One of the views taken 
embraces a large sweep of the country. In the 
foreground the crumbling walls of a huge ruin are 
seen, in the distance in a small, silvery sheet of 
water, while all around the country looks as thongh 
ithad been swept by a fierce fire. Not a living 
thing is seen.

HEAVY SNOWSLIDES FROM COLO- 
RADO MOUNTAINS. 


A Three Days’ Snow Covers the Hille— Miners Fice 


lexver, Col., January 30.—An Aspen special 
ated yesterday says: Snow bas been falling con- 
tinuosly for three days and covers the ground 
to « depth of almest three feet. This after- 
noon as the four o’clock shift was waiting to 
go on at Aspen mine, the men heard a noise, 
and leoking up, saw @ snow slide coming down 
the mountain. They made a rush for the 
dump and got under it, thus saving their 
lives. The slide struck the shaft and engine 
houses, completely ‘demolishing them and 
killing John Rose, a mine carpenter. The 
engine and boiler were badly damaged. The 
engineer was thrown under the boiler, which 
was buried; under ten feet of snow. He was 
afterwards recovered alive. John Leonard, 
one of the owners of the Conen:ira mine, and 
severai other men were near the shaft house 
but escaped with only afew bruises. At five 
o'clock the fire bell announced 
ibe cocenurrence of another slide. This 
time at Washington mountain. Jnvestigation 
showed that two drivers, with their mules and 
wagons, had been buried under fifteen feet of 
snow near Aquisition mine. Seven men, wo 
started from here this morning for Maroon 
pass to return at noon, have uot since been 
heard from, It is supposed that they were 
buried under athird slide, reported to have 
occurred on the pass at about noon. There was 
enother slide near Camp Bird mine, but no 
damage is reported. Ail the avalanches fol- 
lowed in the track of one three years ago that 
killed five men at Vallejo mine. 
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SPONTANEOUS COMBUSTION. 


Four Thousand live Hundred Bules ot Cotton 
Destroyed, 

NEw YorK, January 20.— A fire broke out 
tonight in the cotton warehouse at Tompkins- 
ville, Staten Island, ‘The warehouse contained 
4,500 bales of cotton. In half an hour nearly 
a hundied streams of water were pouring into 
the warehouse, while the flames were lighting 
up the sky for miles. The doors were burst 
open by the heat, and the firemen tumbled the 
blazing bales of cotton into the water of the 
bay. At 9« p m. the fire was 
under contro]. The flames went down and 
sixteen other warehouses with four steamship 
piers and their crowded freights of cotton were 
safe. The cotton belonged to various commer- 
cial houses in New York and were insured, but 
the individual losses could not be ascertained. 
The cause of the fire was spontaneous combus- 
tion. A large number of cotion bales were 
afloat, but will be recovered.

The Work of the Flames Throughout the 
Country. 
Oil Stores on Fire. 


PHILADELPHIA, January 20,—A fire broke |. 


out about five o’clock this eveningin one of the 
nest of oi] warehouses on Arch street, abeve 
Front,which at first threatened to be an exten- 
sive conflagration. ‘Three oil stores were 
burned out, but as the municipal laws prevent 
large-quantities of oil being stored in the city, 
the money loss was comparatively small. The 
oilsoaked buildings burned so fiercely that one 
man was caught in the rear portion of one of 
them and burned to death. Another was badly 
burned,and a number of men and women were 
taken from the upper windows by the firemen. 

ALBANY, January 20.--{Special.]—It is re- 
ported that a destructive fire had occurred on 
Saturday night last in Newton, Baker county, 
by which the stores, with their contents, of 
I. W. Hall and I. T. Norris & Bro. were de- 
stroyed. Particulars were not learned further 
than that the fire was supposed to have been 
incendiary. Norris & Bro. were insured for 
$4,000, $2,000 in the London, Liverpool and 
Globe, and $2,000 in the Royal. J. W. Hall 
was insured for $750 in the Imperial. The 
agents of these companies in Albany have re- 
ceived no notification as yet. 

The store and stock of goods of Mr. Jno. P. 
Davis of this place were destroyed by fire. 
Loss estimated at $2,000. No insurance. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., January 20.—At the forks 
on the line of Lownds and Brooks counties, 
last night, incendiaries burned a @chool house, 
dwelling, cotton ginnery and the bridge over 
Little river. They then made an unsuccessful 
effort to fire the mill an escaped under fire 
from the revolver of the owner of the latter 
property. The financial loss is not stated. 
There is probably no insurance. The people 
are greatly excited, and the capture of the in- 
cendiaries, who are believed to be three in 
number, might be followed by lynching. 


Mr. John W. Beasly, of Colquitt county, had 
his dwelling and kitchen, together with their 
contents, burned on the night of the 14th. The 
fire originated in the kitchen. 

Newton, in Baker county, hada big fire on 
Saturday night. J.T. Norris & Bro.and J. W. 
Hall were both burned out. The fire origina- 
ted in Norris's store, and it is thought to have 
been incendiary, as the back door of the build- 
ing was open when the fire was first discovered. 
J.T. Norris & Bro. were insured for $4,500 and 
J. W. Hall for S750. 

Mr. John P. Davis, whose place is some eight 
or ten miles east of Albany, lost his storehouse 
and stock of goods by fire. It was a new store 
and had a very snug stock of general merchan- 
dise init. The fire broke out about daybreak, 
and was evidently the work of an incendiary. 
Mr. A. Johnson, the clerk, and his wife were 
sleeping in the store. Mrs. Johnson, was sick 
and Mr. Johnson was not able tosaveanything 
from the burning building. Mr. Johnson was 
badly shocked and scorched by a keg of pow- 
der which exploded near him while he was 
trying tosave something. Mr. Davis estimates 
his loss at about 32,000. He had no insur- 
ance,

THE TURBULENT HUNGARIANS. 


The Situation atthe Pennsylwania Mines— 
Troublé Feared. 

MouNT PLEASANT, January 20.— The situa- 
tion assumed an alarming phasedn the coke 
regions thismorning. Three hundred strikers 
armed with bars, coke forks and revolvers 
started on the march and drove the men from 
their work atthe Alice mines and charged 
upon Warden’s coke yards at this place. The 
Mayfield and Connel! mines, a mile west of 
here, were next visit da boy named 
Mentzer was terribly and Yard [Boss 
McCabe chased and assaulted. Every oven 
front was crushed in. The rioters have gone 
across the conntry toward the Rising Suu 
works. Great trouble is yet tocome. Satur- 
day is payday andon Mondaythe ten days 
wil] have expired since the notice to quit the 
company’s houses was given the strikers. 
There will likely be serious trouble when 
ejectments are attempted. The report that 
aid has been asked for fromthe governor is 
not true. Sheriff Stewart says he will! not call 
upon the militia until he finds he is unable to 
cope With the disturbed elements. 

A Connelville dispatch says Trotter Dexter, 
Clinton and Franklin works are idle to-day, 
the workmen having joined the strikers. At 
Fort Sill an advance has been granted and the 
men are at work. Over 4,000 men are now 
out and the strike is spreading throughout the 
region. At Stoneville the employes were at- 
tacked this morning and five of them were 
severely beaten. Trouble is also reported at 
Wedstone forks and officers have started for 
that place. The action of the operators in 
sending uniformed police from Pittsburg has 
uggravated the situation. 

\ FIGHT WITH THE sTRIKERS. 

PITTSBURG, January 20.—A dispatch trom 
Mount Pleasant tonight states that Sheriff 
Stewart and forty deputies and Detective 

srophy and twenty armed police from  Pitts- 
burg had a desperate contlict with 250 strikers 
this aficrnoon, and succeeded in arresting thir- 
teen of them. After attacking the men 
at the Alice works 
morning, the rioters rested 

Then they massed at the Mutual works, 
Stoneville. At this point, a negro, 
provocation, fired he Hunpgariaus with a 
shotgun, but failed to hitanvof them. They 
surrounded his house, dragged the negro out, 
heat him fearfully, and left him dying with 
his skull fractured, At three o’clock the 
strikers passed up toward Moorewood, flourish- 
ing every manner of weapons, from revolvers 
to case scrapers. They were headed by Stefen 
Stannix, the main agitator of the strike. 
When they reached shaft 2 of the Moorewood 
mines they encountered sixty-two deputy 
sheriffs and policemen drawn up = for 
battle. Detective Brophy talked 
to the foreigners, telling them it was 
useless to resist, and that they would arrest the 
ringleaders. Brophy arrested one striker, 
which opened the ball. The combat was hand 
to hand, but the officers won, arresting thir- 
teen men and one woman. All were sent te 
jail at Greenburg. The other rioters retreated. 
(over 100 rounds were fired. Several Hunga- 
rians were injured, Low badly is not known, 
as they were carried away by their 
companion, Only one oflicer was sightly 
hurt. The authorities, it is stated, have (cle- 
graphed to Pittsburg for more officers. Thi 
strike is only begun and more bloodshed 
feared. Thestrike is undoubtedly the most 
dnagerous in the history of the coke industry. 
A feeling of insecurity prevails and the «iti- 
zens near the various threatened districts «are 
arming themrelves and otherwise preparing 
to defend their homes. 

The members of the 14th and Isth regi- 
ments, N. G. P., in this city, have been order- 
ed by their commanding officers to hold them- 
selves in readiness to go to Coke regions at 
short notice. No orders have been received 
from the governor. 

A riot is also reported at the Donnelly & 
Diamond works, about three miles east of Jit, 
Pleasant. Five Hungarians and three Amer- 
icans were fatally injured. The vondition of 
affairs at midnight is good. A _ special train 
has just arrived at Standard with police. 
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THE CIGAR STRIKE.

Nine Thousand Operatives Out of Work in 
New York. 

NEW YORK, January 20.--Nine thousand 
cigar makers and other employes of the Cigar 
Manufacturers’ association are idle today. 
The direct cause of trouble is the refusal of 
the employes of Levy Bros. to declare their 
strike against the new uuviform price list off 
and return to work. The employers have 
banded themselves together to resist this <e- 
mand. In nearly all of the fifteen shops the 
cigar packersare still at work, finishing up 
what stock is made upon the tables, In 
a few they will have finished  to- 
night, and then they will quit 
work until the difliculty is settled. By}tomor- 
row the packers in all the shops will have 
joined the ranks of the strikers. The strike 
extends to the cigar box making trade. When 
the packers quit work the number on strike 
will have been swelled to over 10,000. ‘Tie 
manufacturers claim that they have sufficient 
stock made up to fill their orders for several 
months tocome. The packers going out, they 
said, would not deter them from supplying to 
their customers in fact, but not packed. 

President McCoy, of the manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation, denied that the firm of Lichenstein 
Brothers had intimated their desire to with- 
draw from the association. The firm had 
told him this morning that they would 
have no. settlement with their locked 
out employes except through the Cigar Ma- 
kers’ association. Meetings of the strikers are 
being held today and arrangements made for 
the support of the men onthe strike. Mem- 
bers will be paid probably four or five dollars 
perweek. The strikers say they have enough 
funds to hold out for six months. 

The cigar manufacturers, in the «afternoon 
issued a statement tothe public. The state- 
ments made by themen are declared to be 
misleading and untrue. The new price list 
enabled the operatives to earn, for instance, in 
the factory of John Love, during the past 
week, men and women, an average of S115 
each. They (the strikers) quote St. Louis,Mo., 
Elmira, N. Y., Springfield. 8. C., Urbana, 0O., 
Denver, Col., and Topeka, Kans, 
as paying higher prices than offered by thisas- 
sociation, reads the statement. . But they have 
failed to say anything about Binghamton, N. 
Y.; Syracuse, N. Y.; Reading, Pa.; Cincinnati, 
Ohio; Chicago, Milwaukee, Toledo, Philadel- 
phia and many other _ places, where 
prices for labor are infinitely lower 
than prices offered by this association. 
This association feels that the controversy 
shall soon come toan end. Fifteen thousand 
people, not 7,000, who are out of employ- 
ment, shall be cared for and that this associa- 
tion offers the following proposition: ,‘The 
whole difficulty to be settled by any fair mode 
of arbitration that may be suggested and 
agreed upon. 

Pending such arbitration we to open our fac- 
tories at schedule prices, and any difference 
between those prices and those agreed upon to 
be paid our workmen at the termination of 
this controversy.’ This statement is officially 
signed by the manufacturers. The firm of 
William Hirsch has undergone a change of 
proprietorship today. The strikers believe 
that during the week every one~of its em- 
ployes will be wonovertothe union. It is 
stated among the strikers tonight that Wil- 
liam Love has asked for a conferenee, and 
that he has withdrawn from the mannufactu- 
rers’ union.

EPITORS CONSTITUTION: 1 see that you 
have added a department to your paper 
that I am confident will prove of great 
benefit and interest to one. class of your 
subscribers, and that 1s the sketches of Geor- 
gia’s progressive farmers. Knowing that you 
have a large number of readers in our vicinity 
I am in hopes that a short sketch of a few of 
Taladega’s live.farmers will stimulate others 
to put on extra energy this coming year. This 
county, and particularly Taladega valley, has 
long been celebrated for the fertility of its soil 
and its romantic and beautiful scenery. 

Fifty years and more, however, of almost 
exculsive cultivation of cotton has sadly ex- 
hausted even the best lands, so that the use of 
fertilizers has become a necessity. Among the 
first of our progressive men I will mention 
Mr. E. Ledbetter. Hejbought some years ago 
a farm that was called worn out—full of gul- 
lies, overgrown with broomsage and sassafras, 
It was a discouraging outlook for a young 
man. Procuring the best of plow, and with 
three mules to it, he soon filled up the washed 
places and buried the sassafras and sedge out 
of sight. His first efforts were successful. 
I think ‘he has always raised his graiu 
and meat, while his Jersey cattle, 
fine hogs, hundreds of ‘sheep and 
goats, are a guarantee that he needs no ad- 
vances and can live comfortably at home. Mr. 
Rily Thompson, a near neighbor, started life 
with a piece of land that was thought to be 
poorer than Ledbetter’s, and was without 
huildings of any kind. He, also, raises his 
grain and meat, and has a fine orchard, vine- 
yard, a good dwelling, a steam gin, grist and 
siuwmill. Dr. 1. W. Peacock and Mr. William 
Gooden started out pretty much the same way, 
with poor land. Their efforts have always 
been first to have something to eat, and cotton 
surplus, and they have _ suc- 
ceeded. ] might mention others, 
such as Dr. Rhodes, J. M. Hancock and Mr. 
Tom Welch. All these are successful farmers 
and the true and only secret of their prosperi- 
ty is they have raised their eatables with their 
cotton as a surplus. Some of them hire their 
laborers by the month, others work on the 
share system, and a few rent their lands, 
Their motto is a full barn all the time.

They Come to Atlanta With the Money and Valuab!ics 
-~A Detective Follows Them and They Are Ar- 
rested—How Two Desperate Negro Men 
Broke Into a House, Etc., Ets. 


John Dorsey, Bradfom, Dorsey, Della Dor- 
sey and Bella Minion, fi Birmingham bur- 
glars, were arrested in AUanta yesterday. 

Together with Morgan Thomas, the qu 
tette will be carried back to Birmingham to- 
day. 

Saturday night last John and Bradford Dor- 
sey burglarized a housein Birmingham and 
gotaway with something over four hundred 
dollars iu money and alot of jewelry and sil- 
yverware. The two women assisted the men to 
conceal the money and jewelry and thereby 
became implicated in the crime. 

The burglary wasone of the 
most desperate on record. 

WHO THEY ROBBED. 

The negroes’ victim was a widow lady, a Mrs, 
Loyd. Mrs. Loyd is running a store in Bir- 
mingham. She livesin the rear of the build- 
ing, and when not asleep or at her meals, pass- 
es her time in the store. By close application 
to buginess, Mrs. Loyd managed to accumulate 
nearly five hundred dollars. This, she kept 
securely locked in a largestrong trunk, which 
she kept in her bedroom. Whemattending the 
store, Mrs. Loyd always had the rear portion 
of the house securely fastened. 

In some way the Dorsey negroes ascertained 
that the lady was in the habit of keeping her 
money and jewelry in the trunk. They also 
knew Saturday night was an unusually busy 
one with Mrs. Loyd, and they decided to take 
advantage of itand rob ber. Saturday night 
about eight o'clock, When Mrs. Loyd was very 
busy, 

THE DARKIES APPROACHED HER HOUSE 
from analley in the rear. When near the 
house one of the negroes placed himself where 
he could see any one approach, and with a 
pistol in band remained on guard, The other

After securing the 
money the Dorsey boys went their home, 
where they placed the money in a satchel.

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BROWN GETs OUT. 


An Important Decision that Lets a Moon- 


shiner Out of Jail, 

At the June term, 1855, of the United§{States 
district court for the northern district of Geor- 
gia, Jobn A. Brown, of Campbell county, was 
arraigned on a criminal information, charging 
him with distilling and working in an illicit 


distillery. He pleaded guilty, and being an 
old offender, was sentenced by Judge Emory 
Speer to two years at Albany. At the same 


term of the court Richard Morris was also. tried 
on the same charges, aud being found guilty, 
was sentenced by Judge Speer to one year. 
Afier the sentences—which were quite a 
surprise to the defendants and their counsel— 
& Writ of habeas corpus was sued out in each 
case, returnable before the district judge in
